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“ DUE OBSERVANCE OF 
PRUDENCE " 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir, —Can you allow an official who, as a 
private citizen, thinks his fellow-citizens 
should have a more serious warning than he 
has seen in print of dangers inherent in the 
projected Constitution, a small space for an 
eleventh hour plea, a death-bed repentance 
for enforced past silence? The plea is that 
those who do not perfectly realise all the 
Constitution implies will vote “No,” on the 
broad pe that “Yes” isana nce 
ot unknown, unmtasured and indefinite 
re epee for the future of this island as 
a whole and ah its relationships to the world 
without. If we are to accept this immeasur- 
able responsibility, it should be after the 
intricacies, the multiplex incertitudes involved 
have heen debated long and intimately 
wherever Irishmen meet and talk. The 
Preamble states that it is accepted with ‘* due 
observance of prudence.’’ I do not impnte 
mala fides to those who placed this caution 
in the forefront of the document. If they 
mean their words, only those who have 
looked at it we | and carefully from every 
angle can say “ Yes.” To how many average 
electors does this apply ? . 

'The Preamble, oe al proclaims as a 
major objective “ the unity of oar country.” 
Does it move towards that objective? “In 
two directions, I submit, there is a non- 
observance of haigne which runs counter to 
such unity. - The Roman Catholie Church is 
singled ont for special mention. I do not 
— that it is the intention of the Con- 
stitution to give to the Church ial rights 
or privileges which will bear hardly on other 
communions. Catholic publicists of note 
assert that it does and will do nothing to 
advance Catholic interests and, therefore, is 
irrelevant and foolish. They are probably 
right, but that (in its turn) would be 
irrelevant in the view of the “hard boiled ” 
Ulster Protestant. For him the words in 
which Catholic claims are established form 
a Creed, to which he will not assent. He will 
feel a door is locked or, at the least, banged 
im his face, That is a pity. If his attitude 
is has narrow, misguided, that is due to 
miseducation; only education can amend it, 
and that is a slow process. And he can 
claim that the type of State in which he will 
live and for which he would die will erect 
no standards of inequality, even if they be 
but ornamental standards 

But a banged or a locked door may be 
opened—or picked. A well barred door only 
vields by being battered in, and the bars 
in the Constitution are firmly fixed. I will 
name but one—Article 3, standing for those 
‘sovereign rights’? whose removal men of 
good-will have begun to wish for, since 
such rights are now seen to be a sovereign 
danger to the comity of Europe. I am not, 
however, arguing for its abrogation here 
andnow. The point is that our projected Con- 
stitution claims the “right of the Parliament 
and Government to exercise jurisdiction over 
the whole of” what is termed, correctly 
enough in my own view, “the national 
territory . . . the whole of Ireland, its islands 
and territorial seas.” If we are arguing a 
platonic proposition I have no particular point 
to make. But if we are trying to work 
towards the -unification of Ireland, the single 
issue on which every one of the electdral 
parties. asking for to-morrow’s votes are 
agreed, then we are merely heightening the 
partition wall and rendering it more durable 
and strong. They are obstinate men these 
Ulstermen, as they have proved, Are we out 
to lose them finally ? 

For those reasons and innumerable others, 
we will do well not to vote a “ Yes,” which 
ties us to we know not what in an indeter- 
minate future, but te have the courage to say 
“ No,” to pause again and consider.

HE Government crisis, in France 
ended to-night, when the Senate, 
by 167 votes to 82, granted to the 
Chautemps Government the plenary 
powers for which they had asked. 
The bill already had passed the 
Chamber in the early hours of this 
morning by a majority of 152—380 
for and 228 against. 
The first action of the Government 
was to make the frane follow the 
example of the pound in 1931 by 
unpegging it from gold. The franc 
will now be free to find its own level, 
and will not be convertible into gold 
at any fixed. level. 
This decision was announced after the 
meeting of the Council of Ministers which 
followed the vote of the Senate. At this 
meeting President Lebrun signed a decree 
stating that the new gold content of the 
franc—the value at which it will be linked 
with gold—will be fixed at some. subse- 
quent date by another decree. 


THE DECREE 


To-night’s decree consists of two clauses, 
and reads as follows: 
1—The provisions of Article 2 and the 
first paragraph of Article 3 of the Mone 
tary Law of October 1, 1936, is replaced 
by the following provisions: eta 
2—The new gold content of the franc, 
the French. monetary unit, will be fixed 
su uently by decree decided by the 
Council of Ministers. : 
The law of October 1, 1936, referred to is 
the law carrying out the last devaluation 
of the franc. In accordance with the tri.

aw fixed the gold value of the devalued 
franc as between 49 and 43 milligrammes 
gold fine against 65.5 milligrammes for the 
old undevalued franc.

Referring to the objections to the Con- 
stitution on the part of women, the 
President said. that when a person was 
recognised by the community as having 
superior knowledge, and abused that 
knowledge, that person was committing 
a crime against the community. The 
Constitution had i it which was 
derogatory to women, oman, wherever 
she was mentioned, was mentioned to give 
her a special position of privilege. 
Any differentiation that was made between 
men and women was in favour of women. 
It was untrue to suggest there was any 
attack on women as workers. Such a 
suggestion was an effort to prevent Parlia- 
ment from distinguishing between the 
different sections of the community in the 
making of the necessary laws—they wanted 
in effect to paralyse Parliament. 

‘There are people, too,” said Mr. de 
Valera, “ who want to attach to the Irish 
independence movement and the Re 
publican movement a narrow significance— 
who wanted to restrict it. to a narrow 
section.
